POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
Frequent mention has been made in 
the columns of the Gazette in regard to 
an effort to establish postal savings banks 
in the United States on the principle on 
which the successful system iu the Brit­ 
ish dominions has been founded. There I8 
now a bill before Congress which pro 
vides for the establishment of these banks 
aud while Mr. James was Postmaster 
General he gave the measure hearty sup­ 
port, and recommended that tin* govern­ 
ment pay three per cent upon deposits 
received, of which two per cent should 
go to the depositors and one per cent for 
managing the banks. The government 
being able to do this without loss, re­ 
moves the objections that some make to 
the adoption of the instal savings sys­ 
tems. 
But the bank superintendent of the 
State of New York, aud Mr. C. C. Nich­ 
ols, of the Boston Five-cent savings bauk, 
are 
out 
with 
objections 
to 
the 


postal savings banks for the alleged 
reasons that the system would result in 
the complete extinction of all the sav­ 
ings banks now existing iu the country; 
that our country is too large and too 
thinly populated through its extent to 
make such a system generally available; 
that government monopoly aud govern­ 
ment consolidation tend to kill or para­ 
lyze individual enterprise which would 
bring ruin to our industries. 
Mr. S. T. Merrill, of Beloit, who is one 
of the most active champions of the por­ 
tal savings banks, ami who is thoroughly 
iuformed as to the workings of all the 
savings systems of this country and Eu­ 
rope, recently furnished the Inter Ocean 
with an article which not only reviews 
all the objections made against the pos­ 
tal savings banks, but produces the 
best 
possible 
arguments 
to 
show 
that 
this 
system 
ot 
providing savings institutions for the 
people, would result directly to the ad­ 
vantage of trade, commerce, {manufactur­ 
ing, and to all other industries, and es­ 
pecially to the very large class who have 
small savings. There is no country in 
the world where the postal savings banks 
have been so thoroughly tried as rn Eng­ 
land. Since their establishment the cost 
of supporting tho poor has been greatly 
reduced aud tins advancement is at­ 


tributed largely La tho iulluence of sav­ 
ings banks. Its success has been so 
marked in that country, that 3,800 of these 
banks will be opened in India during the 
present mouth; and France, which made 
a great stride toward encouraging indus­ 
try and frugality when it organized its 
school savings banks, has recently put in 
ojieration the jiostal 
savings 
system 
aud 
its 
success 
in that 
country 
is not questioned. 
If England and 
France can do these things, why cannot 
the United States? 
Whether the bill 
now before Congress, will pass, is not 
certain, but judging from the weak* ob­

Milwaukee, Wis., April 15.—Captain 
William H. Pugh, of Racine, was mur­ 
dered last Saturday morning at an early 
hour iu that city by “Hardy” Clifford, 
one of the moat generally know n sport­ 
ing men of Milwaukee. The circum­ 
stances, in brief, were that Clifford und 
Pugh had been betting ou a walkmg- 
matcli—Racine is famous for walking 
matches—a dispute arose about the de­ 
livery of the stakes, and Clifford shot 
and killed Pagh. Clifford at once sur­ 
rendered himself to the officers, and was 
lodged in the jail at Racine. 
Captain Pugh was one of the best 
kuowu lake 
captains, was a man of 
wealth, and was a general favorite among 
marine men and among his countrymen, 
the Welsh people. Both men were un­ 
doubtedly under the influence of liquor, 
and the exact circumstances of the killing 
are yet in doubt 
Saturday night there was great excite­ 
ment rn Racine, and it was generally sup­ 
posed that Clifford would be lynched; 
but the night wore away and no violence 
was attempted. The situation yesterday 
is reported from Racine as follows: 
Racine, April 16.—The streets to-day 
have been pretty well filled with people, 
particularly Welshmen, and the talk of 
lynching Clifford continues. There are 
many who believe that the murkerer is in 
more danger from mob violence to-night 
than he was last night, as the crowd then 
was under the impression that any assault 
upon the jail would be met with armed 
resistance from the militia. Some ex­

evening after Captain Pugh s funeral. At 
this hour it is really impossible to tell 
whether the mob will do anything or not.

There 
is certainly no decrease in the general 
feeling against Clifford, and his lynching 
is likely to occur at any time.

W a sh in g t o n, April 
16.—The Hon. 
Jere Wilson, of the counsel for Howgate, 
said to-night that while he 
had little

week was most regretable. He said that 
within six weeks he would have becu ac- 
qiiitted had he remained quietly in jail.

Vaccination, Primitive and Modern. 
Nearly a century has elapsed since the 
discovery of Dr. Jeu nor that vaccine 
virus was an antidote for smallpox so 
moved the gratitude of tho British Gov­ 
ernment that it gave him nearly half as 
much money as our own J.fop lo raised 
for Mrs. Garfield. 
When lie died a 
splendid monument was erected to his 
memory', and ho is ranked everywhere 
among tho benefactors of humanity. 
Yet it is only fair to say that tho experi­ 
ence cd late years has not sustained all 
the hopes at first entertained. 
We have 
been told bv an aged physician, whoso 
studies began while vaccination was still 
a novelty, that his instructor advised 
him not to waste much time iii reading 
aland smallpox, as it would soon disap­ 
pear from among men. 
The failure of this prediction has arisen 
in part from the neglect of vaccination, 
and in part, also, from the fact that w hat 
is recognized as virus has been weakened 
by transmission through a long line of 
human subjects. 
It has also been moio 
than once combined with dis a es far 
worse than that which it was; intended 
to keep off. 
People who have been 
more than once vaccinated, or w ho have 
supposed that tliev were, have been at­ 
tacked with Hinalli>ox in severe, and 
perhaps fatal forms, while others have 
been made wretched invalids for life. 
These facts have letl to an organized 
opposition to vaccination, which has its 
headquarters in England, though its 
ramifications extend to other countries, 
our < >\vn among tho number. It pul dishes 
tracts aud reports, helps poor people to 
fight the agents of compulsory vaccina­ 
tion, and lioldly asserts that unmodified 
smulljiox is preferable to that which may’ 
come after vaccination, perhaps with 
deplorable accompaniments. 
Of course 
this is exaggeration and absurdity. 
One 
has only to glance at the literature of 
tho seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
to find abundant evidence of the fearful 
ravages of variola, aud of tho terror 
which it inspired in palace and in hovel. 
Still, it may bo questioned whether 
much of what passes for vaccine virus is 
really such. 
If long humanized it may’ 
have 
become 
inert, if 
not impure. 
Recognizing this possibility, it lins be­ 
come the fashion to t ike virus directly 
from the cow, and the s verity of the 
symptoms following vaccination from 
this source has been thought to prow 
the wisdom of the step. 
Yet it does not I ? 
follow that every pustule found on a cow 
is identical with tin t observed and ex­ 
perimented from by .Tenner. 
It is cer­ 
tainly ti ne that w hile iii the early days 
of vaccination one operatic rn was thought 
enough to protect one during life, it is 
now held that repeated vaccinations are 
essential—that the process should be 
gone through with at least as often as 
small]lox threatens to became epidemic. 
This may* be a conclusion established by 
more careful observation, but it seems 
to indie a to that the quality of the virus 
has been impaired. 
We have been told 
of a man who was vaccinated in tho 
early rears of tins century by matter 
brought direct from Jenner. 
When his 
arm was well, to test the value of the 
process, ho was inoculated w’ith smallpox 
virus. 
Ile went to a pest house to await 
results. 
He did not nave varioloid, oven 
in its mildest form. 
Could as much be 
ho|>ed from much of tile vaccination of 
the present day?— Exchange.

About the 1st of Novem­ 
ber last his son Willie suddenly disap­ 
peared, and up to tho present time has 
not been seen by any of the family.

Dickinson became almost crazed over the 
loss of her boy, and for some time re­ 
fused to be comforted. At last she de­ 
termined to make an effort and under­ 
take the search in jiereon. A notorious 
character named William Morris was last 
seen in company with the child, and as he 
did not return to the towu for some time, 
the supposition was that he was the ab­ 
ductor. Mrs. Dickinson then commenced 
a prolonged pursuit that led across the 
United States, following her child from 
one place to another, at times being only 
a few hours behind the fugitives. She 
arrived at Culpepper, Va., early last week,

An English lady writes that coffee 
taverns arc not only great promoters of 
temperance, but also pay their way os 
an investment. 
One of tho best coffee 
taverns is in a town in Hertfordshire. 
The window’ is painted half-way up, 
showing tho words 
“ Coffee Tavern,” 
and alcove hangs a small sigil telling 
that lodging can be had, and nice, neat 
rooms they are w ith pretty frilled mus­ 
lin curtains fit for a lady’s boudoir. 
A large shop is fitted up with comite rs 
for the huge tea and coffee urns ; small 
tables are dotted about, as in a foreign 
restaurant, and at the side there is a 
’urge table given up to newspapers and 
Magazines ; in tho bar-parlor there is a 
cadelle board. 
It properly managed the experience 
of most of those who have established 
coffee taverns over the country is, that 
they are not only self-supporting, but 
remunerative; and to bring this about, 
the eatables and drinkables must be of 
the best, and the place rendered as at­ 
tractive as .possible. 
Such establish­ 
ments aro calculated to improve, raise 
and refine the general character of tho 
people. 
A breakfast cup of tea or coffee 
is sold at tho rate of two cents, and a 
slice of bread and butter for one cent. 
Tho cheap coffee restaurants here charge 
five cents, and the stuff is anything but 
inviting ; the places, too, are dingy and 
miserable looking. 
Let the temperance people get up a 
company to establish coffee taverns such 
as they have in England, and not only 
will they advance tho temperance cause, 
but also obtain a good dividend on the 
i nvestm ent—Philadclph ia Item. 


It Pays to be Polite.

Apparatus by Which the Interior of ft 
Man's Stomach can he Viewed. 
Physicians have lone been iu posses­ 
sion of instruments—commonly small 
mirrors—designed to assist them in get­ 
ting a look at the iifterior parts of tho 
human texly, such as tho back part of 
the mouth, tile throat, the inner ear, 
etc. 
The dentist’s mirror perehelion, a 
flexible joint, is familiar to alb 
Bat it 
has long I teen desirable to penetrate to 
the stomach of a patient afflicted with 
gastric troubles and see by actual inspec­ 
tion what is its condition. 
Thus may 
often lie gained during the life of a man 
Hie valuable information obtained at 
present by post-mortem examination for 
the mortuary report, and what has hith­ 
erto served too late to gratify tho curios­ 
ity of the doctor may go to saving tho 
life i if his patient—in a word, the means 
to diagnose tho condition of the stomach 
by sight rather than guessing, has long 
teen wanted, and Herr Lei tor, of Vienna, 
has patented an instrument designed to 
supply the want 
The gastroscope, says 
an exchange, is an electric lantern and 
mirror combined, which, fixed upon the 
end of a flexible tube, is inserted bodily 
into the stomach, being passed down tho 
throat of tile patient with its equipment 
of wires for producing the electric light. 
Tho lantern is a small, hollow glass 
glolte eon taming the plan Unum 'coil 
which, when heated by a oprent of 
electricity, is to produce tho illumina­ 
tion of the interior of the stomach. It is 
in a* 1<* dont J*, go that no heat can be 
eon. rn un tea toil to the stomach, and to 
make it the more sure, the space be­ 
tween the inner and outer glote is kept 
supplied with a current of cold water by 
means of two small India rubber lubes 
inclosed in the main tube. 
Tho tissues 
of Hie human body are con^paratively 
translucent, and when the current of 
electricity is turned on the internal or­ 
ganization, it is said, becomes distinctly 
visible. 
The exjieriment of illuminating; 
the interior of fish has often been per­ 
formed by amateur electricians, tho 
straight lines and simple structure of 
the fish facilitating tho introduction of 
the apparatus. 
What is really novel, 
therefore, in Herr Loiters apparatus re- 
remains to be dose rilled. 
It is the addi­ 
tion he makes of a series of mirrors and 
lenses by means of which the light com­ 
ing from the illuminated stomach is salt 
;k up the tute to which the lantern 
is attached, and, reaching the eye-niece 
utside the patient’s bodv, is viewea by 
surgeon. 
But a small portion of the 
urfacc of the stomach is thus brought 
* ito our view, it is true, but it is enough 
which to make a diagnosis.

Locusts iii Angora. 
Last year the village of Angora, in 
Asia Minor, was devastated by locusts, 
and, in order to avert a rebait ion of the 
(calamity w hich hud waste several pro- 
Wuctive agricultural districts, the Gov­ 
ernor of the Province decreed that every 
able-bodied peasant should, during a 
certain period preceding tile ensuing 
lociLstrhatching season, collect 
locust 
eggs at the ran* of tw o pounds’ weight 
per diem and deliver them in jierson to 
the nearest local authorities. 
His Excel­ 
lency fixed the min inturn quantity of ova 
to be gathered in this manner at 1,400,- 
000 pounds’ weight, and furthermore 
prescribed that a daily’ line of two pias­ 
tres should be levied upon each peasant 
who should fail to fulfill the duty th na 
imposed upon him in tile general interest 
of the Province. 
The practical result* 
of this wise and prudent decretal were as 
follows: 
During the first day or two of 
the period appointed for the collection of 
the ova a few* rustics brought in their 
quota of eggs, but the large majority of 
the i>easantry, far too indolent to tako 
the trouble of digging them up, com­ 
pounded with the powers that be by 
.privily purchasing the necessary quan­ 
tity of cgtjs from tho officials at one 
piastre pcrkilogrammc, and then making 
public delivery of that quantity to the 
employes empowered to receive it. Thus 
the 200 or 300 kilos of eggs really col­ 
lected and delivered by law-abiding peas­ 
ants were sold over and over again to the 
malignerers. 
These tricksters saved hal f 
the amount of their fines, the officials 
pocketed a piastre by each transaction, 
and the crop of locusts for the coming 
reason w ill, in all probability’, turn out 
•even finer than that m hich all but ruined 
the Angora vilavet last year.—London 
Daily Telegraph. 


The chief requisites, .says Joseph 41 ar­ 
ri*, in growing good tomatoes are: First, 
good seed of a good variety; second, 
good stocky plants, and third, good 
I warm, dry soil and good cultivation, 
j The Im*>t crop of tomatoes I ever raised 
was treated iii the following manner: 
Seed sown in hotted iii March, in rows 
three inches apart and four or five seeds 
to the inch. 
IV hen two inches high the 
plans were removed to another hotted 
and set out in rows five inches apart and 
the plants three inches apart in the rows. 
As soon as the plants began to crowd 
each other they were transplanted into 
pots and placed in hotted, the pots be­ 
ing plunged into the soil level with the 
.surface. 
This lust point should not lie 
overlooked. 
It gives the roots of the 
plants the needed “ bottom heat,” aud 
the heat is much more uniform than if 
the jx)ts are simply placed on the top of 
the. soil in the bottled. 
The plants were 
allow ed plenty of air and-soon were 
hardened off. 
The last week in May 
the plants were set out in the open 
ground, in rows three and a-half feet 
apart each w’ay. 
Tho land was mellow) 
and moderately’ rich. 
We made good- 
sized holes with a spade where the pl ants 
were to be set out, and then with a rake 
or hoe filled these holes with line, warm 
‘.surface soil, and pat a tablr-spoouful of 
superphosphate in each hole, and work 
it thoroughly into the soil with a hoe. 
Give the plants a thorough watering be­ 
fore removing them from tho pots. 
Set 
the plants deep, or say till the first leaves 
are on a level with tho surface. 
Press 
the loose, mellow soil firmly around the 
ball of earth and roots. Keep theground

very loose and mellow on the surface by 
the constant use of the cultivator and 
hoi*. 
If you have no hotbed start the 
plants in a box of light soil in the kitch­ 
en window. 
When the plants begin to 
crowd each other in the box transplant 
into other boxes, and when they are wcll- 
grow n harden them off by leaving the 
boxes out of doors during the day in fine 
weather. 
Good plants may bo raised by 
sowing the seed out of doors eartyinthe 
spring. 
Select a sheltered -spot with a 
southern exposure; work into the soil 
some dry sifted coal ashes. 
Sow the 
seed in drills, fifteen inches apart. 
For 
raising young tomato plants in this way 
the soil cannot Ik* too rich. But the land 
where the crop is to be grown need only 
be in good average condition, except that 
it should be very line and mellow.—N. 
Y. H e ra ld . 


Overstocking Pastures. 


The overstocking of land is one of t he 
surest and quickest ways of ruining past­ 
ure*. It is an everyday thing with many 
farmers, who cannot be made to believe 
that they are getting the full benefit of 
a pasture unless the grass is eaten off a 
little faster than it has time to grow; 
consequently all who put this method in 
practice always have bare pastures and 
poor cattle. 
The advantage* to be de­ 
rived from allowing the grass to gain on 
the cattle during tile growing season are 
many, among which are the following: 
Cattle which are kept growing all the 
time come to maturity at a proper age. 
Animals kept constantly on bare pastures 
never mature properly; those kept on 
gixnl pastures do not have to work day 
and night to satisfy their apocrine*, or 
us<* up all their food in building up a 
system worn down by partial starvation. 
A good covering of grass is a protection 
to a pasture. 
It is Nature’s protection 
s pro 
against the effect* of bad.and dry whith­ 
er and the cold rains of winter, so 
that new grass will te growing under a 
covering of the old crop. 
It is true that 
cattle will thrive better on a mixture of 
old and new grass, while tile seeding of 
the mature grasses will keejMip the fuH 
variety of those kinds native tittie soil. 
Consequently pastures thus treateihpro- 
duoe more food forelock daring the year 
than those kept continually eafcetfedown 
to tin* bare earth. The practice ol'k»*ep- 
•ing pasture* iii good condition is easily 
done upon large farms, where reserve 
fields can bi* provided, buteveu I he small 
farmer can succeed in having renewi*d 
and fertile pasture*, if he but study the 
law’* of Nature, and practice arcordingto 
Xlie knowledge thus acquired.—f'/iicftfo 
'Tribune.
